In the early seventies,the nuclear super powers were shocked to hear that India 
had tested its own nuclear weapon, where did they the materials?from a supposedly 
safe nuclear reactor imported from Canada for "research "purposes t and now 37 

countries have either got or are planning so called "peaceful" commrecial reactors 
and this includes countries such asArgentina, South Korea, the Philipines and 
Thailand,which in effect means that anyone of these nations will be able to produce 
a nuclear bomb! and also it will greatly increase the chances of an accident or 
materials for making a bomb falling into the hands of terrorists. 

If all these natio ns go ahead with their reactors,their neghbours will no doubt 
also follow suit so as not to be left behind* 


A lso supposing (though its 
very unlikly)that Britain did 
disarm, the next government 
could soon start producing 
weapons with Plutonium from 
the power stations,and who 
would beleive ug anyway if we 
still had nuclear power stat.
